No. 10-Pres./58.— The President is pleased to award the 
President’s Police and Fire Services Medal for gallantry to the 
undermentioned officer of the Madhya Pradesn Police:— 

Name of the officer and rank.— Shrl Atmaram Gavade, Cons- 
table, No. 1 Battalion, Special Armed Force, Gwalior. 
(deceased.). 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded,— On 8th Decemher 1957, information was received at 
Police Station, Porsa and Raipura Armed Outpost, that a gang 
of dacoits would visit village Chak-Madhopur that night. With- 
out any loss of time, a party of Police consisting of six officers 
and S3 men of the Special Armed Force assembled at Raipura 
Outpost and marched to Chak-Madhopur. The party arrived 
at the village just after midnight and were deployed in front 
and on the right and left flanks of the village. It was a daTk 
night and though every precaution was taken by the Police, 
the dacoits, who were heavily armed with modern weapons, 
became aware of their presence and opened fire from a dis- 
tance of 30 yards on the front section. The Police returned 
the fire as a result of which notorious dacoit Phatela was shot 
dead. On the right flank, dacoit Jobara opened fire and tried 
to escape but was noticed by Constable AtmaTam Gavade, who 
quickly cut across bis path and confronted him at a distance 
of about 10 feet, Jobara fired at Atmaram Gavade mortally 
wounding him in the stomach, but the Constable returned the 
fire killing the dacoit before himself falling dead near him. 
Constable Atmaram Gavade set an inspiring example of courage 
and devotion to duty of the highest order. 

2- This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President’s Police arid Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with it the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of Ins- 
pector of Police as provided in rule No. 5.

3. The following will be the terms of reference of the 

Board 

(a) to determine the categories of employees (manual, 
clerical, supervisory, etc), who should be brought 
within the scope of the proposed wage fixation; 

(b) to work out a wage structure based on the principles 
of fair wages as set forth in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Fair Wages ; 

Explanation- 

in evolving a wage structure, the Board should in 
addition to the considerations relating to fair wages, 
also take into account 

(i) the needs of the industry in a developing economy ; 

(ii) the requirements of social justice ; and 

(iii) the need for adjusting wage differentials in such 
a manner as to provide incentives to workers for 
advancing their skill ; 

(c) bear in mind the desirability of extending the system 
of payment by results ; 

Explanation- 

in applying the system of payment by results, the 
Board shall keep in view the need for fixing a mini- 
mum (fall-back wage) and also to safeguard against 
over-work and undue speed ; 

AND 

(d) to work out the principles that should govern the 
grant of bonus to workers in the cement industry.
